1. Claims 1-12, 14 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, a graphics system 
having multiple displays configured as a single logical screen, among other things, comprising a 
mechanism configured to direct context data from the memory to the display hardware of only 
one of the displays, while a window is displayed across the two displays, with a portion of the 
window being displayed in each of the two displays. 

The closest prior art, reference Hogle, IV (U.S. Patent No. 5,923,307) (hereinafter, 
Hogle) teaches a computer system arranges multiple monitors in logical space to form a 
contiguous and non-overlapping region, wherein a single display driver 201 directly 
communicating with display hardware 36 and 205 of two displays 37 and 207, and a graphics 
API 34 for communicating graphics information with the single device driver 201. Hogle also 
teach directing context data of a window to only one of the displays. 

However, reference Hogle does not teach "directing context data from the memory to the 
display hardware of only one of the displays, while a window is displayed across the two 
displays, with a portion of the window being displayed in each of the two displays".
